of it. But when any oC them attempt to 
inaugurate a social revolution among us, 
they need not be surprised if they quickly 
arouse a righteous i>opular indignation. Tho 
customs of generations can not bo rudely 
trampled under foot by a few men, who al> 
temps arrogantly to exercise an authority 
wholly offensive in both its spirit and its ob- 
ject to tho popular sense. Then) is never a 
i-lash between tho white and the colored peo- 
ple in this state, savo only when some intrud- 
ing outsider, or some malcontent at home, at- 
tempts to arouse race feeling, and to provoko 
antagonism between the two races.

On mo- 
tion of Dr. Huntington this resolution, with 
Dr. Jluutington'.s resolution, 03 an amend- 
ment thereto, was adopted b'y a decided ma- 
jority. The resolution provides for tlie op-

tiojts presented with reference to the subject 
of liturgical revision, tho said committee to 
report not later than tho tenth day of the 
present'session what action, if any, ought to 
be taken by the general convention On tho 
subject.

Ho Uakl that thu ob- 


ject of tho organization.1! at whiuh Spsus, 
Pai-sons nnd the othor dofondaiits spoke was 
not to oncouraga workingruuii to resist un- 
lawful attacks upon them, but to innkc tho 
unlawful attacks themselves. 
To provo this 


ho road a number of articles from Tho Alarm 
and Arboitor Koi-ung of 
an 
incendiary 


character, ono of which said no day should 
pass that did not look upon thu corpse of one 
of Pinkorton's men; others in more or less 
deflnito terms advocated tho use o£ dynamito 
agaiast capitalists, ,md called upon workmen 
'to proparo for tho social revolution. Ex- 
tracts from speeches by Spies, Parsons ct al

On tho question ot tlie instructions, whether 


tliuso dufendaiitH, or any oC them, did antici- 
pate or os]*ct the throwing pi! thu bomb on 
tho night of tho 4th of May is not a question 
which I need to consider, btdiuso thu mstmc- 
fions did not go upon that ground. Tho juvy 
wore not Instructed to find them guilty if 
they boliovod that they pixrtic:ipu.tod hi tho 
throwing of tho bomb, or encouraged or ad- 
vised tho throwing of that bomb, or had 
knowledge that it was to bo thrown, or any- 
thing of that sort. Tho conviction has not 
gone upon tho ground that they did have any 
actual participation in the act which caused 
tho death of Deegau, but upon tho ground, 
under the instructions, that they had gener- 
ally, by speech and print, advised a largo 
class 10 commit murder, and had left the oc- 
casion, timo and place to tho individual will, 
whim, and caprice of the individuals so ad- 
vlseU; and that in consequence of that ad- 
vice, and in pursvanco'Oi! it, ajid influenced 
by It, somebody not known did throw tbo 
bomb that caused Deogon's death. Now, if 
that is not u correct prineiplu of law, then 
tho defendants aro onlitlod TO a new trial, 


Tlie correctness of tliis principlo tho judge 


maintained und therefore refused a new trial. 


Capt. Black,' asked tho court for timo to 


raako out a bill of exceptions, and the judge 
uaid ho thought throo weeks added to the 
statutory timo between sentence and execu- 
tion would bo fimple. From which it is in- 
ferred that tho execution will bo set for* Doc. 
y, 03 sentence was not passed Thursday, ow- 
ing to tlio fact that whou tho judge asked tba 
prisoners if thoy had anything to suy why 
sentence should not bo passcKl upon them ic 
was announced that Spies, Papons, Fiolden, 
Schwab, Neobo, and Lingg wouJd till speJik. 


August Spies was tho first to speak, and 


delivered a bitter and carefully prepared 
speech. Ho began by saying that ho spolco us 
tlio representative of one cluss to anotlior. 
Ho disclaimed responsibility for tho bomb- 
throwing,'and said tho witness Ixjgnor, who 
was with him 011 the night of tho explosion, 
and whoso testimony would have vindicated 
him, was paid $500 ajid spirited away ro Buf- 
falo by tha states attorney and tha detec- 
tives. The hayinarkat meeting, ho con- 
tended, was a peaceable assembly and tho 
seven im-ii killed %voro tho victims o£ Uonllcld 
who madu tho attack. Ho boasted that he 
u-as an. Anarchist, aud claimed that thoso 
who advocated anarchy and socialism aimed 
to l#ttor tho condition of worldngmen. 
Huvolutions, ho said, came by forcu of events 
iuid wore Inevitable. Tho court might think 
that by pronouncing seutonco what now ap- 
peared to be only u. spark would bo stamped 
out, -but ho would find tho volcano woulil 
finally hurst forth, and tho verdict would 
only liastoi it. Tho tidal wavo of social re- 
form could not bo stopped by a few police or 
Gatllug guns.' Spies was especially severe 
onllr. GriiineU and Capt. BonfieM. Speak- 
ing of .thuJattor, Spies said with great sar- 
casm, that tho artist Doro would luivo clo- 
lightcd iu having his face for a model from 
which to point Dante's fiends of hell. Tho 
sjwoch occupied an hour and a half in its de- 
livery and was listened to.with tho closest 
attention. "I shall die proudly and defiantly 
for tho causo of justice," was Spies' closing 
sentence.
